Grant for Prison 
Ministry Awarded 


The Southern Prisoners Defense Com- 
mittee, New Orleans, LA has been granted 
$4,000 by the United Church of Christ’s 
Office for Church in Society, the- Rev. 
David C. Rohlfing, associate for constitu- 
ency development with the national 
church agency, announced recently. 

The funds were provided by the Church 
in Society Offices’s Legal Justice for Insti- 
tutionalized Persons Project, which has 
been financed from a denominational 
offering to help ‘‘Neighbors in Need.” 

The grant was given to the Defense 
Committee, which is part of the Nashville, 
TN-based Southern Coalition on Jails and 
Prisons to aid its efforts to support 
prisoners’ Constitutional right to humane 
treatment, involve prisoners in daily 
decision-making and organize long-term 
changes in the penal system. Combating of 
racism and alternatives to incarceration 
are of special interest to the Committee. 

The Southeast Conference of the Unied 
Church of Chist, will administer the grant.

“Acts of the Covenant” was the theme of 
the Fifteenth Annual Meeting of the South- 
east Conference of the United Church of 
Christ, which met Friday through Sunday, 
June 19-21 in the gracious accommoda- 
tions of LaGrange College, located in 
LaGrange, GA. 

One of the largest conferences on record, 
some 245 persons were registered, includ- 
ing over 50 young people and 197 voting 
delegates and ministers.

No stranger to the Southeast Confer- 
ence, LaGrange College is the site not only 
of the annual Summer Institute of 
Religion, but of a number of other SEC 
educational ventures for both clergy and 
lay persons held throughout the year.

But the 
one indispensable element that it cannot 
do without is people — people ‘‘gathered”’ 
to worship God and work for God’s 
Kingdom.

New Budgets Provide 
Strong Challenge 


Two budgets were considered and adopt- 
ed at the 1981 Annual Meeting of the South- 
east Conference. In considering the 1981 
budget mid-way through the year, Confer- 
ence Minister Dr. Emmett O. Floyd 
commented that this would be the final 
year that this procedure would be 
followed. Henceforth, conference budgets, 
which follow the calendar year, will be 
approved at the previous year’s Annual 
Meeting. 

In considering both the 1981 and the 1982 
budgets, it was pointed out that OCWM 
contributions from local churches would 
need to take a quantum leap if expenses of 
the Conference were to be met. In com- 
parison to actual 1980 OCWM receipts of 
$100,887, the 1981 conference budget called 
for OCWM support for $123,037 and 1982 
support of $131,002. Without increased 
OCWM support from local churches, the 
conference will be faced with either a cut- 
back 
increased deficit spending. The al 1980 
deficit was $14,823. 

In terms of expenditures, both the 1981 
and 1982 budgets showed increases less 
than the current rate of inflation, The 1980 
expenses of $233,597 were increased in 1981 
to a budget of $255,936. Total expenditures 


in the approved 1982 budget were $274,423. 
Conference support to national for OCWM..’ 


was also increased from $30,000 in 1980:to 
$33,000 in 1981 and $36,000 in 1982. as 

Rev. Floyd Carmack, Chairman of the 
Outreach Commission, challenged Confer- 
ence churches to provide the support 
through which both of these budgets wal be 
met.

The Legal Justice for Institutionalized 
Persons Project is a two-year program 
created by the Office for Church in Society 
to help defend the civil liberties and 
human rights of persons in prisons, mental 
hospitals, homes for the aged and other 
institutions. It will offer workshops and 
educational materials, in addition to its 
$95,000 grant program. 

The church agency made $44,000 in 
grants at its recent directorate meeting 
and will issue another $51,000 later. The 
ten projects selected this spring provide 
legal assistance in behalf of the rights of 
Black, ‘Native American and _ other 
prisoners; incarcerated children; nursing 
home residents, and the mentally ill.

Resolutions Receive Renewed Interest 


A total of 15 resolutions were brought 
before the 1981 Annual Meeting of the 
Southeast Conference. A record number in 
comparison to past years, the resolutions 
were brought by individuals as well as 
churches. 

Receiving the greatest amount of debate 
was a resolution proposed by the Confer- 
ence Task Force on Women in Church and 
Society endorsing ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment. After lengthy discus- 
sion, the resolution passed by a two to one 
margin. In addition to endorsement, the 
resolution usged “‘all members, pastors, 
associations, local churches, women’s, 
men’s, and youth groups to study and 
discuss the Equal Rights Amendment, to 
promote better public understanding of its 
meaning and purpose, and to support

ratification of the 
Amendment. 

Other resolutions included: 
—Concern for the children of Atlanta and 
especially for the families of those 
children recently abducted and murdered; 
—A call for further efforts at helping 
resource local congregations for youth 
ministry; 
—A call for our Associations and congre- 
gations to observe the United. Nations’ 
“International Year of Disabled Per- 
sons”’; 
—Concern that ‘the President, the 
Congress, and the courts of the United 
States order their priorities in favor of 
people, and especially of the disadvan-

taged, the orphaned, the aged, the 
widowed, the alien within our gates, and 
the poor; 


—Concern about the recent increase of 
violence and hatred in our society 
expressed in such ways as the resurgence 
of racial prejudice and the reappearance 
of antisemitism — and a call — for the end 
of violence and the recovery of care and 
respect for all people; 

—Endorsement of the Executive Council 
resolution on affimation that of 180 
nations, the United States was the only 
nation which voted against a World Health 
Organization resolution to condemn 
promotion and sale of infant formula in 
underdeveloped nations. 

It was requested that in future years all 
resolutions be received at the Conference 
Office no later than 8 weeks prior to the 
Annual Meeting.

Runs 


Admittedly, the Church doesn’t always 
show up well when judged by the world’s 
standards of success. Very often its goals 
are uncertain, its programs understaffed, 
and its budget undersubscribed. More 
often than not the church limps when it 


should be running and leaping along. 


We are reminded here, however, of 
something said by Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick. Keeping in mind that the Church 
is far from perfect, he remarked that 
“‘whenever I meet an American who thinks 
that the Church is unimportant, I refer him 
to the totalitarian dictatorships. See how 
they have tried to curb the Church and 
repress it, how they have imprisoned its 
priests and ministers, circumscribed its 
work, or utterly destroyed it!” 

“There is something in the Church of 
Christ they do not like. It stands for 
something they do not stand for — the 
sacredness of human personality. It 
believes something they do not believe — 
the purpose of the living God for all 
mankind. It is something that they are not 
— an international fellowship out of every 
tongue, tribe, people, and nation. It 
contradicts them at point.” 

Let us not forget for a moment that God 
has a hand in the work of the Church. That 
is why it is important, and that is why its 
work is a great work. If we are disturbed 
— as we ought to be — over some of the 
conditions within the Church which cause 
it to limp rather than run, then we need to 
throw our influence on the side of the 
forces that will make for strength and sta- 
bility.

Study on Adolescence 
Done 


A dozen educators and youth leaders 
from the United Church Board for 
Homeland Ministries will soon be 
participating in an advisory council for a 
new, major national study on the values 
and attitudes of early adolescents. 

The study, being undertaken by Search 
Institute in Minneapolis, will investigate 
the changing value systems and attitudes 
of children of ages 10 through 14. In 
addition, the study will look at the 


accompanying stress experienced by - 


parents of such children. 

“Early adolescence,” according to 
originators of the project, “is the 
beginning of a watershed age when life 
directions are being taken. To the dismay 
of many, behavior problems such as 
crime, violence, vandalism, alcohol and 
drug usage, sexual deviancy, and suicide 
increasingly are being associated with this 
age group.” 

Dr. Merton Strommen, President of 
Search Institute, notes that information 
gathered in the study will be used to 
develop programs that will make a 
positive impact on early adolescents and 
their parents.

Economics 


Ann and Timothy Morrison, UCC 
missionaries in Ghana write that the 
church as well as the state are charged 
with responsibility for economics. 

“Many people write to us about the 
economic woes in the United States. We in 
turn tell of worse conditions here in Ghana. 
It is interesting to note how the two 
countries tackle their economic problems. 
One difference is quite apparent: in Ghana 
the church is challenged and called upon 
by the government to help overcome the 
difficulties. 

“From the president down, Ghanian 
government officials encourage the 
churches and mosques to do all they can to 
instill in the people solid virtues and 
morals. Economic policies of the 
government cannot succeed if, in their 
hearts and minds, people are not 
concerned about the needs of others. This 
is the business of religion and specifically 
of the Christian church. 

“In the midst of economic darkness, the 
government and the people accept the 
church as being an agent of light. The 
church may not be able to provide 
material help, but it can challenge the 
attitude of individuals whose actions may 
fuel the fire of economic woe. The church 
can give strength and support to those who 
seek to help one another more than to gain 
wealth. The church is indeed a light in the 
darkness.” 

Perhaps the United States has some 
lessons to learn from Ghana — lessons that 
are religious as well as political!
